Party include all nationals of that Party and, for the

2 . Persons of one Party present in the territory of the 
other shall not, absent the express consent of the first 
• Party, 

{a) be surrendered or transferred by any means to any 
international tribunal for any purpose, unless such tribunal 
has been established by the United ISfations Security Council, 
or 

(b) be surrendered or transferred by any means to any other 
entity or third country, or expelled to a third country, for 
the purpose of surrender to or transfer to any international 
tribunal, unless such tribunal has been established by the 
United Nations Security Council. 

3 , When the Government of the United States of America 
extradites, surrenders, or otherwise transfers a person of 
the People's Democratic Republic of Algeria to a third 
country, the Government of the United States of America will 
not agree to the surrender or transfer of that person by the 



third! country to any international tribunal, unless such 
tribunal has been established by the United Nations Security 
Council, absent the express consent of the Government of Lhe 
People's Democratic Republic of Algeria. 

4. When the Government of the People's Democratic Republic 
of Algeria extradites, surrenders/ or otherwise transfers a 
person of the United States of America to a third country, 
• the Government of the People's Democratic Republic of 
Algeria will not agree to the surrender or transfer of that 
person by the third country to any IuLernational tribunal, 
unless such tribunal has been established by the United 
Nations Security Council, absent the express consent of the 
Government of the United States of America. 

5, This Agreement will remain in force until one year after 
the date oh which one Party notifies the other of its intent 
to terminate this Agreement. The provisions of this 
Agreement & lid 11 continue to apply with respect to any act 
occurring, or any allegation arising, before the effective 
date of termination. 

If the proposal set forth herein is acceptable to the 
Government of the People's Democratic Republic of Algeria, 
this note and the Ministry 1 s affirmative note in reply shall 
constitute an agreement between the two Governments which

with respect to acts or omissions allegedly committed or occurring while they are 
or were subject to such jurisdiction. 

2. Persons of one Party present in the territory of the other shall not, absent the 
express consent of the first Party, 



(a) be suiTendered or transferred by any means to any international tribunal 
for any purpose, unless such tribunal has been established by the United 
Nations Security Council, or 

(b) be surrendered or transferred by any means to any other entity or third 
country, or expelled to a third country, for the purpose of surrender to or transfer to 
any international tribunal , unless such tribunal has been established by the United 
Nations Security Council. 

3; When the Government of the United States of America extradites, surrenders, 
or otherwise transfers a person of the People's Democratic Republic of Algeria to a
